TRIAL OF THE
"MOLLY MAGUiRES."

In tho Pennsylvania mining dis- I
tncts. during 1ST.'! to ItsTi",. labor
troubles liocamc unusually common.
Organizations of laborers became so
strong as to be ablo to tyrannize over
their own members, and boycotting
became such a nuisance that it had to
be abated by law.
A common method of intimidation

wu-s for ten or twelve rough.i to form I
a gang and. armed, to sweep through
a minim; camp, forcing every man
to join; Uiu numbers so collected socr
being sufficient to overawe any it.
clined to resist.
On June IS7,>. 1,000 men thus y.ith-

ered. stopped work at several mines!
near Mahanoy City, arid a similar band
did the same at .Shenandoah, .vi night
there wan an attempt to derail a pas¬
senger train approaching Shenandoah.!
but the plot was discovered in time,
The same night a "breaker" near Mount
Cartncl went up in smoke, and a few
days later two contractors at tho Oak-
dale mine were shot.

Depredations of this character ho-
came so common that every passenger
train passing through the affected sec¬
tion had to be. preceded by a locomo-
live siirrying an armed posse. Watch-!
nun and station agents wore beaten-
loaded enrs and other obstacles were
put upon main tracks; switches were
misplaced and warehouses were plun-
dererl. Mosses and "scabs," piutlcu-l
larly hated by the desperate miners,
were served with notices swearing
vengeance on them if they did not
leave. Such threats, unless heeded,
were nearly always executed.
The chief source or those atrocities

was a secret society known as, the
"Molly Mag u Ires," their name and
tjtirlt both Imported from Ireland,
l hey terrorized the entire Schuylkill
and Shamokin districts. \ superin¬
tendent or a boss was attacked, beaten

members of the Molly order, and be¬
came one of their member*-. It was
not until 1875 that his nor!; began to
toll. Two murders to which he was

privy he unfortunately could not pre¬
vent, Kit clo.soly wan lie wntched. One
of these was a young Kngllsh boss
miner. These murders were practically
the culmination of the outrages, for
McParlan luul secured sufficient evi¬
dence to bring- tile pet petratora to
trial.
The ringleaders were arrested, and,

going upon the witness stand, Mcl'ar-
lan demolished the »ham alibi which
the culprits sought to establish, and
gave clues which led to the extirpation
of the Aitire gang. Schuylkill C'oun- jty, w hero the worst crimes had oc¬
curred, rose in its might and stamped
out the conspiracy. A small army of
nlihi witnesses wero punished for per-
Jury, nine of the Mollies were sen¬
tenced to death, and most «>f the other'
leaders were, imprisoned for long terms,
"Then," *ald Oowen, who acted as

counsel for the prosecution, "we knew)that we wore free men. Then we could
go to Patsy Collins, the commissioner
of the county, and say to him:

" *I?uld well the walls of the new
addition to tin- prison; dig tire foun-}dations deep and make tiiem strong;

for, as the l^ord llvetli, the time will
come when, side by side with William
Love, the murderer of Squire Ciwither,
you will enter the walls that you are
now building for others.'

ONE WAY TO KEEP WARM
BY FRANCES MARSHALL.Most of ub think that "the question of keeping warm la a matter ofputting on warm clothes and living in warm houses. We forget the heat¬ing qualities of food. Ab a matter of fact, there are certain dishes that,cro as good as a fur coat In koepiug away chills that come on the colddays of winter. On a damp, cold day, when you must bo out, try havinga lunch of pea soyp, made as follows:

PEA WOUP.Pick over two cupfuls of split peas and soak tliem in cold water over¬night. In the morning pour off the water and put tlio peas, with fourquarts of cold wa^er and half a pound of salt pork, over the lire. Simmergently for six hours, and then add an onion and some pepper and celerysalt. Simmer an hour longer and strain. When It is dono it should boevenly thick. If it is too thick add more water. When you desire to servothe soup, presumably at lunch, the next day, heat It, add a tablespoonfulof flour creamed with the samo amount of butter, and cook slowly forhalf an hour.
LENTILS.

Other dishes have groat staying power and keep off the fatigue pro¬duced by cold and exertion and hungor to a remarkablo dogree.The IlihdooB have, from tlmo out of mind, had an idea that lentilspossessed a wonderful staying power. They wero actually suporstltlouaabout It, and always fed upon lentils before going out on a long Journey.They even fed their beasts of burden lentil meal before undertaking atrying journey. 'And the Hindoos wero right, too. for sclenco has pr,%:dthat lentils in various forms have a remarkablo quality of sustainingstrength and satisfying tho cravings of tho stomach.Raked lontlls are good. To preparo tlieni, soak a quart of them incold water overnight. In the morning put them over the fire in two quartsof frosh, cold water. When they reach the boiling point remove theml'rom tho water.they will rise to the top of the water.and put them Ina bean pot or other earthen dish. Chop six ounces of salt pork and usmall onion, and put this In tho centro of the dish. Pour over all a quartof water, seasoned with salt and pepper. Rake In a slow oven for fivohours. Keep the lontlls moist all the time, adding water as it is necessary.OTHER HEATLNt; FOODS.Hot cocoa or chocolate is a good cold weather food. Uuked potatoesi or potatoes in any other form aro good. Uacon at breakfast is quite suit¬able for cold weather diets, and fat bacon added to fish increases its valueI as a cold weather dish.
